Annual  Giving  —  1978 


Most  St.  Michael's  Alumni  have  received  by  now  our  1978 
appeal.  Our  objective  is  $190,000,  $70,000  to  be  put  aside 
until  1980  for  the  inclusion  of  121  St.  Joseph  Street  into  our 
campus.  Our  1978  goal  is  $20,000  above  that  of  1977.  At 
August  1st,  we  had  received  $40,000,  $5,000  off  the  pace  of 
1977.  To  succeed,  we  must  reverse  that  pattern.  We  will 
have  to  average  $1,000  a  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  year 
to  do  so.  We  are  going  to  try.  We  feel  confident  that  our 
regular  contributors  will  continue  their  generous  efforts  of 
earlier  years  but  we  must  add  to  their  ranks.  In  1977,  2,000 
out  of  11,000  alumni  were  contributors,  just  over  18%.  Our 
average  gift  of  $85.,  while  the  second  best  in  the  University 
(next  to  Trinity),  is  not  grounded  on  a  base  of  wide 
participation.  Our  main  thrust  for  the  rest  of  the  year  Is  to 
encourage  much  wider  participation. 

There  art  reasons  why  we  are  behind  on  the  score  of 
participation:  St.  Michael's  started  annual  giving  much  later 
than  the  older  colleges  and  faculties  In  the  University;  80% 
of  our  Alumni  are  under  40  years  of  age;  we  have  not  been 
able  to  have  our  U.S.  Alumni  included  in  the  St.  Michael's 
appeal;  there  is  hesitation  on  the  part  of  many  who  think, 
mistakenly,  that  smaller  gifts  are  not  necessary  or  welcome. 
We  cannot  do  anything  about  the  first  two  reasons.  We  can 
about  the  latter  two. 

TO:  U.S.  Alumni 

We  know  that  many  of  you  contribute  to  the  Associates' 
appeal.  We  do  not  know  who  you  are.  St.  Michael's  does 
not  get  your  gift  if  you  do  not  specify  clearly  that  you  wish 
the  College  to  get  it.  In  1977,  we  received  about  $6,000  in 
'designated'  gifts  outside  our  regular  Varsity  Fund  appeal. 
We  have  been  able  to  ascertain  that  at  least  $4,000  of  that 
was  from  Canadian  residents.  The  Associates  turn  over  your 
gifts  to  the  University  but  St.  Michael's  gets  neither  the 
credit  nor  the  gift.  This  is  all  well  and  good  if  that  is  what 
you  want.  If  it  is  not,  you  will  have  to  direct  the  Associates 
to  do  otherwise.  Whichever  it  is,  St.  Michael's  does  urge 
you  to  participate.  Only  the  Associates,  or  so  we  are  told, 
can  issue  receipts  valid  for  tax  relief.  That  is  why  the  U.S. 
edition  of  the  Varsity  Fund  is  conducted  by  the  Associates. 
If  you  were  in  Canada,  St.  Michael's  would  be  in  charge  of 
it.  Hence,  If  you  want  St.  Michael's  to  receive  your  gift, 
specify  it. 

To  the  Hesitant  Non-Participant 

The  Varsity  Fund  is  voluntary.  We  can  appreciate  that  you 
may  not  be  in  a  position  to  be  a  member  of  this  annual 
appeal.  We  do  hope  that  you  agree  that  St.  Michael's  is  a 
worthwhile  institution  and  we  also  hope  that  you  have 
profited  by  being  here.  We  do  not  expect  all  to  give  on  the 
same  scale.  If  that  were  true,  we  would  have  only  one 
participant,  the  biggest  giver,  and  the  Varsity  Fund  would  be 
an  annual  disaster.  If  all  Alumni  were  to  participate  equally, 
we  would  meet  our  1978  objective  by  a  $17  gift.  St. 
Michael's  cannot  forget  the  parable  of  the  widow's  mite  nor 
do  we  want  to:  we  would  be  false  to  every  tradition  which 
we  hold  most  dear.  Please  do  not  be  deterred  by  the 
erroneous  supposition  that  St.  Michael's  does  not  need  your 
help,  nor  by  the  equally  erroneous  notion  that  we  don't 
appreciate  smaller  gifts.  We  are  very  much  concerned  that 
you  care,  even  if  you  can't  give. 


To  All  Alumni 

Some  are  surprised  to  learn  that  in  the  future,  universities 
will  not  survive  on  government  help  alone.  There  is  no  way 
in  which  our  universities  can  retain  their  respectability  and 
the  University  of  Toronto  and  her  Colleges  their  traditional 
leadership  except  through  private  help.  Most  particularly  by 
Alumni.  With  few  exceptions,  and  St.  Michael's  is  not  one 
of  them,  Canadian  universities  do  not  have  endowment 
funds  by  which  to  offset  the  disparity  between  fees  and 
grants  income  and  costs.  Governments  know  this  and  the 
current  practice  of  underfunding  is  tantamount  to  saying 
"let  those  who  think  that  universities  and  colleges  are 
worthwhile  and  necessary  prove  it  by  helping  to  maintain 
them."  In  short,  annual  giving  campaigns  have  the  status  of 
government  edicts. 

We  at  St.  Michael's  think  that  we  have  something  that 
merits  help.  We  hope  that  our  Alumni  agree  and  find  it 
possible  to  do  so.

A  new  award,  the  Principal's  Medal, 
designed  and  struck  by  Dora  de  Pedery 
Hunt,  was  established  at  St.  Michael's  in 
June. 

The  cast  of  the  design  and  the  first 
ten  medals  were  given  by  Professor 
Abbyann  Lynch  and  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Principal  L.E.  Lynch  to 
mark  his  25th  wedding  anniversary  and 
his  almost  lifelong  association  with  St. 
Michael's. 

It  will  be  a  continuing  award  and  will 
be  the  responsibility  of  the  College 
once  the  original  medals  have  been 
awarded. 

The  medal  is  to  be  awarded  to  the 
student  who  in  the  judgement  of  the 
selection  committee  has  made  the 
outstanding  contribution  to  the  College 
during  his  or  her  undergraduate  years. 
The  criteria  include  in  the  first  place  the 
practice  of  Catholicism  proper  to  a 
university  community.  The  candidate 
should,  in  addition,  have  a  good 
academic  record,  and  have  participated 
widely  in  College  affairs  of  all  kinds, 
student  affairs,  academic  affairs,  social 
and  other  affairs.  The  cumulative 
impression  must  be  that  the  student  has 
made  a  distinctive  contribution  to  St. 
Michael's  as  a  whole. 

The  first  winner  was  Miss  Ellen  Kaas, 
'78,  of  Welland,  Ontario,  and  a  graduate 
of  Notre  Dame  High  School  in  that  city. 
Miss  Kaas  graduated  in  Commerce  and 
Finance.
